Wien photography graduated from 


the Daguerreotype, and its many succes 
sors, to the wet glass-plate negative, one 
of the problems that faced camera makers 
was the choice of focal length for the 
normal camera lens. The earlier cam 
eras, working with photographic proc 
esses which did not produce negatives 
were equipped with lenses of fairly long 
local length in order to let the pho 
tographer fill up most of his picture 
area. But as enlarging become more pop 
ular, the need for extreme image sizes 
diminished, and there was a general 
clamoring for portable cameras with less 
cumbersome optics 

A standard for the normal focal length 
soon gained almost rigid adherence by 
camera makers and was widely accepted 
by photographers. This standard for lens 
normalcy survives to this day, and con 
sists Of making the lens supplied with 
the camera just slightly longer than the 
diagonal of the negative used. This gives 
a picture field angle of slightly more 
than 45 degrees across the film diagonal 
and includes a considerable amount ol 
subject matter from reasonably close 
shooting distances

WHY USE A LONG-FOCUS LENS? 


" For moving in on distant subjects, 
for undistorted portraiture, 


for unusual compression effects 


HE long-focus lens is a photogra 
pher's answer to the problem of how 
to photograph from a distance and stull 
obtain necessary image size on the nega 
tive The adjective “long,” like the 
“wide” in wide-angle, is used in relation 
to the normal 50mm lens. Since the 
long-focus lens takes in less subject mat 
ter from any given distance, but spreads 
this over the same negative area, ob 
jects photographed with a long lens are 
proportionally larger than they would 
have been if photographed from the 
same distance with a shorter lens. A sec 
ond characteristic of longer lens focal 
lengths is reduced depth of field, al 
though this condition is much exagger 
ated as we shall see later

Hk ability to estimate distance and 

utilize depth of field is a valuable 
skill for any photographer to develop 
but especially useful for the owners of 
inexpensive, nonrangefinder g5-mm cam 
eras. Many of these cameras are well 
made and capable of producing good 
quality pictures in color or black-and 
white, but they do pose a problem—how 
to insure sharp focus without the aid of 
a rangefinder. The accompanying pu 
tures illustrate some of the simple 
methods you can use to solve the prob 
lem 

How do you find out the distance you 
are from the object you want to photo 
graph? There are several methods which 
include guessing the distance pacing it 
off, and—tor accuracy when photograph 
ing close-up objects—actually measuring 
the distance with a tape measure or 
ruler 

Hold one end of the tape at the bacl 
of the camera, extend the other end 
forward till it touches the subject: you 
wish to photograph then read off the 
distance, making sure the tape is taut 

However, it is not always convenient 
or possible to take time to measure sub 
yect distance. Here is where a working 
knowledge of depth of field becomes 
useful 

Depth of field is simply the zone of 
sharp focus the area within which all 
objects will produce a clear, sharp image

It has all the qualities 
of any good negative,

lulose acetate, one side of which is covered by a gela 


tin emulsion layer. Suspended within this emulsion 
ire millions of tiny specks of metallic silver which con 
form, with varying degrees of accuracy, to the optical 
image cast there by the camera lens, and the pattern 
ol light and dark tonal values which existed in the 
original scene which it records 
The evaluation of negative quality, once we pro 

vress beyond the stage in which we ask, “Will this 
produce a picture is very largely a subjective pro 
ess in which personal preferences and prejudices play 
is large, or perhaps a larger part than science and 
technology. This evaluation can, however, be divided 
into three main parts 

How accurately the silver negative image has re 
corded the outlines of objects in the photograph and 
reproduced fine image details 

How well the light-to-dark reversed pattern of 
silver density has responded to the contrast of the orig 
inal scene, or the interpretation of this tonality which 
we seek to introduce into our photograph 

How little the physical factors in the image, such 
is granularity, obtrude upon the image so as to obscure 
detail, distort tonality, or create other faults which

Near-perfect 45.mm negative quality is 
exemplified by this available-light shot made 
on Plus-X exposed at an effective film speed 
index of ASA 400, and developed for 14 min 
utes in Microphen. The soft, gently pene 
trating quality of the existing illumination 
a mixture of late-afternoon daylight and 
incandescent bulbs, has been recorded with 
extreme tonal fidelity. The hallmarks of 
quality observable in this negative and print 
are: (1) The minimum shadow density re 
quired for adequate detail and contrast 
with only a few perfectly clear shadow areas 
(2) Relatively few completely opaque high 
light areas, with detail and gradation in all 
but the heaviest deposits; (3) A long scale 
of negative gradation between the thinnest 
shadow area and the heaviest highlight den 
sity, with gradation increasing gradually 
from almost clear to almost opaque. The 
result is the maximum brilliance, gradation 
sharpness, and fine grain obtainable from 
the film, the developer, and the existing 
subject and lighting conditions in the scene 


Every exposure presents a problem 
[his exposure presented a problem that 
pops up almost every time we make pictures 
under dim or contrasty lighting conditions 
how to obtain printable densities from 
poorly lighted shadow areas without pro 
ducing excessive contrast. The solution to 
this, and many other exposure problems, ts 
contained in two simple rules: (1) 4n in 
crease in exposure time does proportionally 
more to build up the shadow areas than the 
highlights; (2) An increase in development 
time does proportionally more to build up 
the highlights than the shadows. The an 
swer then is to give generous exposure for 
the shadows, and to develop no more than is 
necessary, to protect the highlights. In this 
case Plus-X was exposed at a rating of ASA 
160, and developed for 12 minutes in a soft 
working formula, D-23. Overexposure and 
underdevelopment undermines sharpness by 
encouraging stray light dispersion inside the 
emulsion (and by not developing all image 
forming silver) and ts best reserved for situ

This horrible example is a demonstration 
of the havoc that can be wrought by sense 
less overdevelopment. One look at the nega 
tive reveals this interesting (and sadly com 
monplace) paradox: Although development 
has been carried to the point where the 
middle tones, as well as the highlights, are 
completely choked with unusable density 
there has been no worthwhile gain in den 
sity in the shadow areas. And, because the 
highlights and middle tones require such 
a tremendous printing exposure there 1s 
probably less effective shadow density than 
if the development had been halved. This is 
due to the fact that unless some fantastically 
fancy dodging ts possible, which doesn't 
seem to be the case, these shadows are going 
to print dead black even if they were three 
times as heavy. A 50 percent cutback in 
deve lopment might have reduced the 
choked-up middle tones by more than 50 
percent, but couldn't have lost more than 
, or to percent in the shadows, In addition 
a number of other things have happened 
Contrast is, of course, almost hopelessly 
high, amd the grain is rough as gravel. The 
whole negative is blanketed by a heavy 
layer of fog (without which, incidentally 
the contrast would have been considerably 
worse) and, in the black areas of the print 
we can see that the developer was just be 
ginning to develop completely unex posed 


silver halide crystals when we finally stopped 


Maximum 35-mm image quality is a tri 
angle whose sides are a thin-emulsion film 
accurate exposure, and a compensating ce 
veloper Thin-emulsion films have micro 
scopically fine grain, but this ts only ines 
dental to the wonders they perform. The 
two key factors are the thinness of the emul 
sion, which minimizes the number of ex 
trancous non-image-forming crystals that 
are accidentally made developable by light 
scatter inside the emulsion during exposure 
and a new criterion of sharpness called 
acutance. Acutance ts the degree of contrast 
surrounding the outline of an image, and is 
a measure of the abruptness with which a 
film can separate tonal values. This picture 
was made on Adox KB-17 rated at ASA 50 
and developed for 12 minutes in FR's com 
pensating developer X-22. Accurate expo 
stite 1s important because of narrow expo 
sure latitude of thin film, and finest quality 
is attained with the shortest exposure gis 
ing miniunum shadow density requirements 
In general, people who use exposure meters 


properly will obtain best results with a film 


speed index approximately one stop fastes 


See text for details 








A 35-mm negative should be only as 
lense as absolutely necessary, and assuming 


wlequate hadow detail, the thinner the 
better. But most of us probably produce 
lenser negatives than we really need hecawuse 
of our tendency to equate printability with 
dlensity [his terribly underexposed nega 
tive, from a normally developed roll, may 
not be an example of ideal 45-mm nega 
ve density, but it does shed some light on 
this question. It is so thin that it is practi 
cally invisible and this enlargement was 
made with the lens at f{/16 and a three 
econd over-all exposure on No. 4% paper 
Actually, it is a pretty fair print which only 
slightly exaggerates the low-key lighting of 
the original scene. If we had been working 
vith a negative of normal density, we might 


have made a similar print, except for two 


things. The film was a very grainy burope an 


emulsion, and this frame has incredibly 
finer grain and sharper resolution than othe 


negatives made at same time on this roll 


One of the most difficult technical prob 
lems in photography, preserving the soft 
ubtlety of a very low-contrast subject with 
out sacrificing image sharpness was posed 
by this scene. A gray sky, gray rocks, gray 
leafless trees, and dull-colored clothing re 
duced the contrast to zero, and only the 
last faint rays of the sun, which was hidden 
hind a line of tall buildings, provided 
the faintest suggestion of contrast. To make 
the most of the contrast available, without 
completely distorting the existing tonal re 
lationships, we decided to give a half stop 
less exposure than our normal practice, and 
increase development by about 25 percent 
This brought our Panatomic-X exposure 
lown from ASA 50 to ASA &o, and boosted 
the N-22 developing time from 12 to 15 
minutes. The result was a roll of beautifully 
delicate negatives which, when printed on 
No. 2 paper, reproduced the original scene 
very faithfully. The most surprising thing 
however, was this thin-emulsion film's abil 
ity to dig into flat, poorly lighted areas of 


the scene and produce crisp, clean sharpness 


Doubly disastrous cifects of extreme 
overexposure and underdevelopment upon 
negative sharpness is illustrated by this pi 
ture from a roll that was accidentally over 
exposed by eight times when we forgot to 
close down a telephoto lens on a mirror 
reflex housing by the required three {-stops 
before shooting. The Plus-X film was then 
developed by inspection in Microdol and 
came up dense in seven minutes. To com 
pensate for the extreme flatness, the print 
vas made on contrasty No. 4 paper. Even 
so. it's almost worthless, with little contrast 
ind less resolution. However, small doses of 
approximately a stop overexposure and 40 
percent underdevelopment can be a useful 
technique for reducing extremely harsh sub 
ject and lighting contrasts, with only a slight

far better have been made with longer 
lenses with narrower angles of view 

Nowadays it’s becoming fashionable to 
refer to the 35-mm lens as a “semi-wide 
angle The reason is that after nearly 
twenty years of pushing the 35-mm focal 
length and making only a few, very slow, 
28-mm lenses, the manufacturers have 
uddenly decided to produce lenses which 
previously were alleged to be impo ible 
to construct. At least four European and 
Japanese manufacturers are now turning 
out 28mm lenses with {/3.5 apertures, 
and one, Canon, has a 28-mm {/2.8. The 
28 covers a field of 75 degrees, and this 
burst of speed has aroused new interest 
in its potentialitic Perhaps the most 

lazing of the new crop of wide-angle 
is the 2l-mm f/45 Zeiss Biogon which 
covers a diagonal field of view actually 
lightly greater than 90 degree Closest 
cumpettiors of the 21-mm Biogon are the 
5-mm Nikkor and Canon lenses (f/4 and 
f {/3.5 respectively) which cover a field of 
81 degrees 

Fields of 75, 81, and 90 degree mean 
that an awful lot of the world around 
us is going to be compressed into our 

fatives, and the effective use of 28-, 

and 2l-mm superwide-angle lenses 

requires more than a little effort on the 
part of the photographer The challenge 
of these uperwide-angle lense is that 
because these lense discriminate less, 
and seem to include just about everything 
in front of them, the photographer must 
be just that much more discriminating in 
working with them. The pitfall are ob 
vious, but so is the promise of achieve- 
ment 

From a technical point of view it is im- 
portant to recall that when any camera, 
regardless of focal length, is tipped off 
axis the geometrical relationships which 
we are accustomed to accepting become 
distorted. Stand on the ground and tip 
your camera up at a tall building and 
you'll produce a teepee effect in which 
the parallel sides recede into a point. Re 
verse the procedure and tip your camera 
down from a high vantage point and you 
can create an upside-down pyramid ef 
fect 

Under normal shooting conditions with 
normal focal-length lenses we hold our 
cameras sufficiently squared to existing 
horizontal and vertical planes so that 
slight tipping of the camera one way or 
the other doesn’t make very much differ- 
ence. Do the same with an extreme-wide- 
angle of 28-mm or shorter focal length, 
and the added subject matter will fre- 
quently cause a catastrophe in which 
parallel] lines zoom away from each other 

The size relationship between objects 
at different distances from the camera be 
comes exaggerated at very short camera- 
to-subject distances. Because the wide 
angle lens includes relatively large sub- 
ject areas there is a constant temptation 
to use these lenses at excessively short 
shooting distances. When some objects 
in the picture are very much closer than 
others, these subjects will appear exces- 
sively large. Such size distortion can

A second characteristic of 
longer focal lengths is reduced depth of 
field, although this condition is much ex- 
aggerated, as we shall see later.

sig Bertha groupings. The specific ap 
plications of these many focal lengths i 
governed by a number of consideration 
The longer the lens, the greater the 
imag ize, the narrower the field of view 
and the shallower the depth of field. In 
addition, once you're in the really long 
focus category, size, weight, bulk, and 
clumsiness in operation, all begin to take 
their toll, and camera vibration become 
a problem even with sturdy tripods. From 
a general point of view, placing emphasis 
on simplicity, ease of operation, and un 
obtrusivens the best rule is to choose 
the hortest tele ns focal length which 
will do the job for you 

By far the most widely used tele-lense« 
are the medium-long 75- to 135-mm focal 
length These lense are the lightest, 
most compact, and easiest to use of all the 
tele and couple directly to the range- 
finders of interchangeable-lens miniature 
Many are also very fast and 75-, 85-. 
and 90-mm lenses are available as f/1.5 
and {/2s. These lenses are much prized 
for portraiture because they nearly fill 
the frame with the ubject while still 
leaving a comfortable amount of space 
when used at distances chosen to give 
realistically pleasing perspective More 
than this, lens apertures like {/2 and {/2.8 
provide a pleasing falling off of sharpne 
in the background and permit portraiture 
without an excessive amount of extra 
lighting, in order to create more natural 
and spontaneous expressions 

These lenses are also widely used for 
covering all sorts of action when circum- 
stance render shorter focal lengths im- 
practical. In photographing action with 
a tele-lens, we must compromise between 
image size, field of view, depth of field 
and ler peed. If we consider image size 
alone we must automatically accept a 
smaller field of view, shallower depth of 
field, and a very much slower lens. The 
medium-tele is usually the answer. With 
image size from 50 to almost 300 percent 
greater than with the standard 50-mm 
focal length, and fields of view from 18 t 
32 degrees, these lenses still provide a fair 
amount of field depth and ample lens 
speed 

Sometimes, however, they’re just not 
long enough, and we must turn, pocket 
book permitting, to the long-focus and 
very-long-focus heavy artillery of the 
miniature camera.

Quality is evident throughout this cam- 
era, especially in areas of design which 
are frequently overlooked in cameras of 
the Konica’s price level.

In actual operation, the Konica III 
proved an able performer. Its six-element 
18-mm Hexanon f/2 lens is extremely 
harp, and the between-the-lens shutter 
is smooth and accurate. Parallax warning 
marks in the viewfinder field warn against 
both horizontal and vertical parallax, and 
short-distance tests indicate that at 31% 
feet they allow a comfortable margin fo1 
error. The viewfinder itself is big, bright 
ind clear. Under some conditions, when 
the light was very dim and flat, as well a 
when we shot directly into a light. part 
of the frame-lines tended to disappear 
However, inasmuch as the same phenom- 
enon is noted in some cameras costing ap 
proximately three times as much as the 
Konica III, this can not really be consid 
ered a black mark against it. The range
